The grounds given for the declara-
tion were Turkey's support of the
revolt in Libyva and the porte's refu-
sl to accede (o the Italian demands
that Italian residents of Syria be per-
mitted to leave Turkey withoul re-
striction,

The time limit having expired to-
day and no reply having been made
by the Turkish government, the 1tal-
tan ambassador to Turkey, Marquis
DI Garvoni, complied with previous

imstroctions and  presented o the
porte Italy's declaration of war, He
also asked for his passports.
